A FAIR WAGES CLAUSE, 

Mr. Thomas Johnson, Secretary Irish Labour 
Party and Trades Union Congress National 
Executive, has received the following letter 
from the Irish Free State Ministry of In- 
dustry and Commerce on the subject of fair 
wages and genera! contracts :— 

“ A CHARA, —Í am directed by the Minister 
of Industry and Commerce to refer to your 
letter of the 3lst October, reference D 2/20c, 
on the subject of a fair wages clause in 
Government contracts, and to say that the 
representations made in your letter have been 
fully considered. 

“It has been decided that Government con- 
tracts should contain a fair wages clause in 
the same terms as that which was usually 
adopted before 1st April, 1922, with the addi- 
tion of a provision that, ‘in. considering 
whether a contractor is complying with the 
terms of the fair wages clause, regard shall 
be had to the conditions of employment 
generally in the contracting firm,’ 

“ Contractors will be required to exhibit a 


notice setting out the terfs -of this clause 


in a prominent place on their premises, and 

arrangements are being made for inspections 

by officers of this Ministry to be/made in 

respect of the wages paid by such contractors, 

the conditions of employment they are observ- 

ing, and the extent to which they are com- 
ying with their obligati under the 
actorv and Workshops Act. 

“In addition, a Committee, representing tho 
contracting department, with the Minister 
of Industry and Commerce as Chairman, is 
‘being set up to direct and supervise the 
placing and execution of contracts and the 
conditions under which the work is carried 
out. 

“The results of the above arrangements 
will be considered, after a reasonable time, 
with a view to seeing how far it is necessary 
to improve or modify them, and the Minister 
would be glad ii you would draw his attention 
to any cases which you consider unsatisf : 
or in which an investigation appears de- 
sirable.—-Mise, do chara,

IN IRELAND. 


Wesley College, Dublin, was en /éte yester- 
day, when the annual distribution of prizes 
took place in the presence of a large assembly 
of present and past pupils, the latter evidently 
from the display of academic robes, alumni 
of the Universities. The scene of the gather- 
ing was the large hall of the College, where 
fathers, mothers, other relatives, and friends 
were assembled. The pleasure of the proceed- 
ings was much enhanced by the performances 
of the College orchestra, a capital combination 
of young musicians, who played the accom- 
paniment of “The College Hymn,’’ which 
was sung by all present, and many choruses 
and songs. 

Kev. J. W. R. Campbell, M.A., spotagiced 
for-the absence of the Rev. William Craw- 
ford owing to a cold, and) announced that 
the Rev.. James M. Alley wbuld preside. 

The distribution of prizesAvas then made by 
the Rev.. Mr, Alley, and so desirous were 
the company to applaud the victors that the 
Chairman thought it advisable that that ap- 
plause should be confined to classes. The na 
was often broker,— particularly when the 
Principal announced Master T. M. Kirkwood 
and Miss G. Gurd as the two most. brilliant 
pupils in all Ireland, and the Chairman lim- 
self evoked still greater enthusiasm by con- 
gratulating Wesley College on having two 
such pupils.

MILDEW ON LINEN 

May easily be removed by following these 
instructions. Take about a pound. and a half 
of soft soap, and boil it in about a quart of 
water. When the soap is quite dissolved, 
thoroughly soak the mildewed articles in the

SENATE AND CATTLE EMBARGO. 


THE RAILWAY SITUATION, 


há 


The Senate yesterday discussed the ems 
bargo.on Irish cattle, and a committee 
was appointed to assist the Ministry in 
whatever steps it may take to secure the 
abolition of the six days’ detention at the 
English and Scottish forts. 

Sir Horace Plunkett, who is going to the 


collect information about the Legislative 
Library at Wisconsin and on questions 
relating to the development of agriculture. 

In the Dail the President announced that 
the Government did not propose to intro- 
duce further legislation until after the 
Christmas holidays. He was asked for 
information about the railway situation, 
but said that he was not yet in a position 
to make a statement. : 

Neither House will sit again before 
January 3rd. 


THE SENATE. 


TWO BILLS PASSED. 


The Senate met at 4 o'clock. 

Sir John Keane and Mr. J. Clayton Love 
(Queenstown) were sworn in as Senators. — 

The Chairman said that the two bills which 
had been sent to the Senate from the other 
House—the Expiring Laws Continuance Bill 
and the Loca! Elections Postponement Bill— 
were of an urgent nature, and it was essentjal 
that they should be passed before the Senate 
separated for the Christmas vacation. Pro- 
bably the Senate would agree to adopt the 
same attitude towa)ds these bills as they had 
shown towards the bills which they dealt with 
at their last sitting. 

On the motion of Sir Thomas Grattan 
Esmonde, seconded by the Earl of Mayu, it 
was agreed to suspend the Standin 
to enable the Senate to deal with the bills. 

On the motion of Sir Thomas Esmonde, 
seconded by Dr. Sigerson, it was agreed that 
the Expiring Laws Continusnce Bill be deemed 
to have passed through all its stages in the 
Senate. 

Sir Thomas Esmonde, in moving that they 
pass the Local Elections Postpunement Bill, 
said that if they did not do-so the elections 
must be held forthwith. : 

Mrs. J. Wyse Power, in seconding the 
motion, said that it was a just and goed 
course to postpone the elections to enable an 
extension of the franchise. 

Mr. Moran asked whether the bill referred 
to the Port and Docks Board. 

The Chairman said that apparently the bill 
was confined to elections for the various 
Urban Councils and Town Commissioners, and 
did not touch the Board which the Senator 
had mentioned. 

The bill was passed. 


CATTLE EMBARGO. 
DEVELOPMENT OF DRESSED 
MEAT INDUSTRY. 


The Chairman said that Senator Irwin had 
handed in notice of motion which dealt with 
a matter of importance—that was the question 
of the prohibition of the export of Irish cattle. 
The Standing Orders had been suspended, and, 
if there was no objection on the part of the 
House, he would ask Senator Irwin to move 
his resolution. 

He would ask him, at the same time, to 
remember that they were not that day quite 
in a position for a full-dress debate upon the 
subject ; but, on the other hand, he was sure 
that the House would listen patiently to his 
statement on the subject, which was one of 
particular importance. 

Mr. C. J. Irwin proposed :— 

“That An Sedned protests against the un- 
fair and unnecessary action of Britain in 
imposing detention of Irish cattle. That An 
Seanad will support the Ministry in all its 
actions tending towards obtaining a speedy 
removal, Failing removal of this unjust im- 

ition, we wil] deem it obligatory, in the 
interests of the premier Irish industry, to 
frame measures in retaliation. That Ireland 
is, and has always been, absolutely free from 
foot-and-mouth disease, except when it was 
imported from or via Britain, which renders 

it necessary that regulations should be im- 

posed in Ireland as ‘precautionary measures 

against such importations of this or other 
diseases in materials imported from or 
through Britain. 

“That the Irish Government take imme- 
diate steps to promote and foster the 
dressed meat and kindred industries in Fre- 
land. That the farmers be encouraged to 
finish their cattle and obviate the necessity 
of exporting them as stores. | 

“That a Committee oí An Seanad be 
appointed to act in co-operation with the 
Ministry in connection with the matter.” 
He said they were all aware oí the great 

importance of the store cattle trade to 
Ireland, particularly at the present time, when 
these people hed not the facilities and oppor- 
tunity of finishing their cattle. They exported 
their beasts to Great Britain, and during the 
recent European war they heard nothing. of 
foot-and-mouth disease, and nothing about 
detention. 

It was manifest that it was in the interests 
of certain people that this imposition was 
unjustly imposed, Cattle had been exported 
from Ireland to Great Britain for a .entury, 
and no detention was found necessary until 
this Canadian question was brought forward. 

That detention meant the loss of 82 a head 
om the cattle and the loss fell on the pro 
ducers, who could ill-afford to bear i. 

His resolution aimed at getting the -Jinistry, 
in conjunction with the Dail, to take the 
strongest action -possible, by having fepre- 
sentations made, in regard to this i.justice, 
to the British Government. It also cged the 
Ministry to take the matter up with the. 
Canadian Government, who were interested 
parties, and on whose initiative probably this 
detention had been imposed. he SE ae 
object of the detention was to place Irish 
cattle, which hitherto had a clean bill of 
health, on the same touting with the Canadian 
cattle, for which a clean Sin of health could 
not be claimed. 

It would be up to them, in self-protection, 
t» take adequate measures to retaliate, and 
when he mentioned retaliation, he did not 
mean it in a vindictive spirit. 

They should induce their small farmers to 
finish their cattle, and this should foster and 
develop the dead meat and kindred industries, 
and place themselves in such a position that 
their premier industry would be independent 
of any whims and wiles that might be imposed 
by the British Government. 


TIME NEEDED. 


Sir Thomas Esmonde seconded the motion. 
He said that he thoucht that Senator Irwin 
had not given sufficient notice of the mot’ n. 
The question was one of very great impor- 
tance, and he thought that they ought to 
have some time to look into the matter and 
see what the possibilities were. The matter of 
foot-and-mouth disease had been under dis- 
eussion as long as he was able to romember. 
There were difficulties. of course, for it was 
very hard to tell the English people that. 
they we not to take precautions against the 
introduction of foot-and-mouth disease into 
their country, They were great Ureeders of 
cattle, and they were right to tale whatever 


their flocks and herds. 

On the other hand, there was no reason 
why Irishmen, as agriculturists, should put 
up with restrictions to which they objected, 
and which they found injurious. 

It was very hard at present to say how 
the detentior of Irish cattle at English ports 
could be met effectively. It might be that 
a system might be found, like that which 
existed in Canada, of issuing certificates of 
freedom from disease by the Agricultural 
Department of the country. But that was 
only a suggestion. 

They all knew that foot-and-mouth disease 
had always come to Ireland from England, 
It could not come in any other way. It had 
been introduced either by cattle or by fodder 
from English ports. i 

What were they to do in “'retaliation”?” 
He did not like the word. (Hear, hear.) 
There was one part of the resolution with 
which he entirely agreed, and that ae that

The British Government felt under an 
honourable obligation to refhove the ban on 
the or of Canadian cattle, and in 
doing that they imposed a six days’ detention, 
to which the Canadian Government agreed. 
That was coupled with a promise that the de- 
tention should be also applied to Ireland. 

The only argument, he thought, that was 
worth consideration was that Irish cattle were 
brought to England and hawked abott from 
market to market, and in that way they 


as a subsidiary industry, 


were likely to carry the disease which they | 


had picked up in England, and spread it all 
over the country. (Hear, hear.) 

There were inspectors at the Irish. ports, 
and at the English ports, and, therefore, the 
danger of Irish cattle cohveying infection from 
Ireland was very remote. It was very easy 
tu pick up disease from wagons that had not 
been properly cleansed. he disease had 
been brought into England by feeding stufis— 
damaged barley that had been put into old 
sacks which were close beside diseased cattle. 
That was how the disease was brought to 
England and to Ireland.

But there was also an alternative market.

There was a serious difficulty 
in the way of the small farmer in fattening 
cattle. e was that he did not like to be 
kept for long out of his money.

vernment could look upon Ireland as a unit, 
and not tarred with the same brush as Eng- 
land—which was a country that was never 
free from cattle disease—they might possibly 
modify their regulations to enable Irish store 
cattle to be shipped direct from Ireland to 
France. 

There was no doubt that the situation was 
extremely serious. Ireland exported half a 
million store cattle to England annually. 
That was insufficient to supply the English 
farmers’ needs. If Canada was able to send 
into England a quarter of a million cattle it 
would mean that Irish cattle shoyld be sold 
at a lower price, .: 


AMENDMENT SUGGESTED. 


The President said. that everyone recog: 
nised the importance of this matter,.and it 
was not unlikely that a full discussion would 
be raised on it in the other House. He sug-

SIR HORACE PLUNKETT’S 
PROPOSAL. 


The Chairman said that Sir Horace Plunkett, 
whom they were all glad to see there, was 
anxious for the si of referring to a 
special matter to which he attached very 
considerable importance. He was anxious to 
mention it now: because Re was on the eve 
of his departure for the United States, and 
might not have an opportunity. again for a 
considerable time to come. If there was no 


objection he would call ‘upon Sir Horace | 


Plunkett to make his statement. 

The assent of the House having been re- 
ceived, 

Sir Horace Plunkett said that the state- 
ment that he had to make was suggested by 


-the motion which Colonel Moore had on the 


paper at their last meeting, but which he 
withdrew for good reason, and in a spirit 
with which they all fully agreed. Colonel 
Moore was anxious that each of them should 
apply himself and herself to some definite 


' service. ' 


He (Sir Horace Plunkett) was leaving for 
the United States this week, and while there: 
he wished to obtain certain information upon 
two matters which he thought would be of 
use to the Senate. The first arose from a 
statement by the Chairman on Monday. The 
Chairman had told them that they would need 
on their staff an officer with technical qualifi- 
cations for drafting ‘bills and amendmente—in 
other words, he took it, a Parliamentary 
draftsman. They would also require & 
specialised library—even the ill-fated Irish 
Cofhvention had to supply this need. 

It had occurred to him that it would be a 
fine piece ‘of work for them to provide such a 
library for both Houses, and he wished to 
suggest ‘that they should inquire into the 
character, scope and working of an American 
institution known as the Legislative Reference 
Library. Its story could be told in a few 
words. : 
| The late Dr. Charles McCarthy—perhaps 
the ablest political thinker Ireland had given 
fo America—was some 'yearas ago — y 
the Public’ Library in the State Capitol ‘pf 
Wisconsin at Madison.’ The Legislature sits in 
the same building, and.Dr. McCarthy was con- 
stantly consulted by the legislators of both 
Houses upon the way to give legislative and 
administrative effect to the wishes of them- 
selves or their constituents. 
| This brought home to him the urgent need 
for a specialised library, where accurate in- 
formation upon the world’s legislation and 
administration could be obtained. Sir 
Courtenay Ibert, one of the highest living 
authorities upon. Parliamentary procedure, 
defined. the object of the institution, which he 
had greatly praised, as being ‘‘to supply the 
needs of the amateur legislator in the least 
possible time.” He hoped that he trod upon 
no toes. es 

The proposal he had to make did not. go 
far, but he trusted would be in the right 
direction. He was ES if his colleagues 
were interested in the project, to go to Wis- 
consin and get for them the full details of the 
character and. working of this institution. 


AGRICULTURAL POLICY. 


Another small service he could combiné with 
this inquiry. It related to their agricultural 
policy, which would have to be considered in 
connection with the abnormal economic condi- 
tions in which the Irish people, their Parlia- 
ment and Government would now have to 
work out their own salvation.

With many 
of their buildings and much equipment 
wrecked, with expert staffs: dissipated, 
connections sever co ce ánd i 
banished, they could not that their 
manufacturers would be able to bring about a 
rapid industrial revivai, Commerce in its 
larger aspects was similarly, situated. 

But w they turned to agriculture—ever 
their chief resource—things were not so 
After all, the land was there, the workers 
were there, the live-stock was there, Nor had

there bean any serious destruction of agri- 


cultural buildings and machinery. 

Trade connections would be y restored, 
as there was a constant demand for the entire 
product of the industry. 

He held, therefore, that the vital, practical 
need at the outset of reconstruction would be 
the best policy of agricultural “development 
that could be devised.

Now, it nat prope that Irish, ideas had 
played no amal! part in recent developments 
of agricultural policy in the Uited States: 
He spoke from knowledge when he said what 
those who were working out the problems of 
p agricultural depression at Washington would 
take pride in supplving them with information 


|upon the remarkable developments in the 
‘agricultural policy of the Federal and State 
Governments in the last few years. 

He would be glad to get this information 
for his Colleagues in the Senate. But he need 
not tell them that if he were able to say that 
the Irish Senate required this knowledge it 
would yreatly increase the interest of those 
who possessed it in imparting 4to him. 

Might he say a word upon the spirit in 
which he had asked the indulgence of the 
Senate for these brief observations’. He fully 
recognised the danger of precedence. which 
might lead to irregular debate and waste of 
time, but he felt strongly that, while they 
could not do very much at the moment, there 
wotld be no limit to the opportunities for 
public service which the hodv would be able 
in the near future to render to their country. 

He did not arree with those who complained 
of their restricted powers. He could not 
imagine a country or a time more clamant for 
disinterested? public service, and he was 
proud to be associated with so many who 
were there for no other purpose. 

The Chairman said that he was eure that it 
was their desire and wish that Sir Horace 
Pinnkett when in America shonld make in- 
auiries. as to the possibility of introducing 
there a library’ such as the one he had men- 
tioned, and also inquire into the other matters 
in which thev were all vitally interested. 

Mr. Farren said that it was only due to Sir 
Horace that the Senate shonld formally pasa 
a motion riving him anthority to act upon 
their hehalf in America. He formally moved 
that the Senate give anthoritvy to Sir Horace 
Pinnkett to move in this matter. I 

Mr. Bennett seconded the motion.

He reminded the House that thae was á 
notice published on the 10th of February last 
in which the late Mr. Michael Collins, then 
Commander-in-Chiéf, .announced a general 
amnesty of al] prisoners, Irish and British, in 
Irish prisons. 

The House was aware of the fact that they 
had got through four rather important legisla- 
tive enactments, and considering the matter 
very carefully the Government had come to 
the conclusion that it would be inadvisable to 
rush. lecislation at the present moment. 

Therefore, it was their desire that they 
should further consider the proposed Amnesty 
Bill, and also the Criminal Injuries Bill. 


BOUNDARIES.

That was a very 
serious statement, and it was a direot outcome 
of. the negotiations he (Mr. Davin) took part 


in. 

He anderstood that the railway authorities 
had informed the Government that they were 
not prepared to carry on after the Ist of 
January. Now, he thought that it would be 
‘a very serious thing for the Government to 
come to a decision to give a subsidy to the 
railways without acquainting or consulting 
that House. He did certainly think that, 
seeing the position the Government was likely 
to be confronted with, they were entitled to 
some statemefit with regard to the policy of 
the Government at that particular time. 


THE PRESIDENT. 


The President said that he had again to 
express regret at the non-attendance of the 
Minister of Industry and Commerce. He had 
been speaking to him rather casually, and the 
Minister was rather surprised to see the state- 
ment in the Press. He (the President) 
eathered from him that it was not a correct 
statement. He had not read the statement

GRAVE SITUATION IN 
ENGLAND. 


At their monthly meeting in Londpn yester- 
day, the Council of the National Farmers’ 
Union endorsed the recommendation of the 
General Purposes Committee, nominating as 
President for next vear Mr. H. German, and 
as Vice-President, Mr. T..H. Ryland. 

In a manifesto relating to the Government’s 
agricultural policy, the Council express keen 
anxiety at the Government's apparent failure 
to appreciate the grave urgency of tho 
economic crisis now prevailing in the agri- 
cultural industry. The Council point out that 
Mr. Bonar Law has ignored a letter of the 
Union complaining that his electoral agri- 
cultural ale could not be regarded as a 
sufficiently definite pronouncement, and that 
the uncertainties of the situation have not 
been relieved by Parliamentary happenings. 


to the effect of the slump in the prices of 
farm produce being unaccompanied by a cor- 
responding fall in the prices of commodities 


‘required on the farm, nor upon the fact that, 


simultaneously with’ the repeal of many Acts 
which safeguarded the agricultural prodtcer, 
other Acts ‘have been passed tending to 
hamper food production and to encourage the 
importation of foodstuffs from overseas. 

t would, says the manifesto, be impossible 
to exaggerate the gravity of the situation. 
Many farmers have had to give up the 
struggle; land is rapidly going out of arable 
cultivation. “There is consequently leas em- 
ployment, and though wage rates have de- 
clined, they are probably at an uneconomic 
level. 

The Council conelude that immediate action 
is required. So far the Government has taken 
measures little else but of a palliative 
character, and .agriculturists and the country 
alike are entitled to know whether, if the 
Government intends maintaining and develop- 
ing home agricultural production, any legisla- 
tion of a constructive, as distinct from a 
palliative, character is to he introduced in 
the next session of Parliament.

PLENTIFUL SUPPLY OF 
‘FOWL. 


PLUM PUDDING AND 
HAM PRICES. 


The apparent scarcity of tarkeys, caused by 

feeders refusing to make contracts until 
within a week of Christmas, caused a sharp 
advance in prices at the end of last week. 
This, in turn, opened up supplies, and as 
matters stand at present there is no danger 
of a shortage. Yesterday's retail price for 
turkeys ranged from 2s. 4d. to 2s. 8d. per |b., 
while fancy birds made as much as ós. 
_ Had railway communication been normal, 
it is probable that supplies would have been 
greater than the demand. As it is, some 
firma have been obliged to scour the country 
within fifty miles of Dublin for birds. In 
a number of districts it has not been possible 
to get supplies forward. — Birds locally are 
plentiful enough, but im the absence of 
adequate transport they must either remain 
on their feeders’ hands or be disposed of at 
a rather small price. 

An increase in supplies at the Dublin 
market has tended to make prices easier, and 
during the remaining days of the week there 
we dy a slight fall, but it will be slight. 

wholesale price of turkeys in Dublin 
yesterday was from 2s. to 2s: 6d. per ib. 

Retail prices in Bellast ranged from 2s. 6d. 
to 2s. 9d. per Ib. for cock turkeys. 

In other parts of the country the most 
recent prices ate:—Ballinasloe, 10d. per |b. ; 
Strabane, Is. 9d. per lb. ; Claremorris, 1s. ód. 
per lb.; Downpatrick, 1s. 8d. per lb.; Kells, 
Co. Meath, 9s. 6d: per |b. 

There was a considerable supply of turkeys 
at the Galway Christmas haca 'esterday, 
and, while they still sold at la. Pa per lb. 
in the shops, they were changing hands in the 
market at as low aa ls. lo. The price 
asked was Is. 6d., but only in a few

THE PLUM PUDDING. 

Plum pudding ingredients have now. been 
secured by most prudent housewives. In the 
natural order of things one would expect 
dried fruits to be cheaper. The trouble be- 
tween Greece and Turkey, however, inter- 
fered with the new crop of sultanas, which 
made a big jump upwards in value, increasing 
the prices of other fruits in sympathy. Since 
the Greek trouble ended the situation has 
become easier, and prices for sultanas now 
range from ls. per !b., Valencias from Bd., 
and currants from 8d. When the price of. 
sultanas fell, that of the other fruits came 
down alao. The cost of the plum pudding 
will, therefore, be no greater than last year, 
if it is not cheaper. 

The price of mince meat is lower then a 
vear ago, chiefly because the fruit used did 
not come under the recent advance, being 
part of last year’s crop. 

There is a brisk demand for hams, imported 
and Irish. The imported kinds are good 
value at Is. 2d. to ls. 4c per lb., and, in 
view of the general need for economy, are 
seiling well. 
plentiful, but anot to the same extent as in 
normal years, owing to the troubled conditions 
prevailing in the country. They range from 
as.

Turkey's Second Thoughts. 

Yesterday Ismet Pasha accepted the 
Allies’! main proposals concerning the 
Straits, and for the moment the crisis is 
relieved. As an example of Turkish 
mentality the events of the past few 
days at Lausanne are very  interest- 
ing. Until Tuesday Ismet Pasha and 
M. Tchitcherin dominated the  con- 
ference. Both demanded the fortifica- 


‘tion of each side of the Sea of Marmoya; 


both insisted that the Black Sea should 
become mare clausum and that the two 
Greek islands of Lemnos and Samothrace 
should revert to Turkish sovereignty. The 
Russian delegate was evén more fiercely 
insistent than Ismet Pasha, and on Monday 
evening the outlook was extremely bad. 
Then the Marquis Curzon decided to inter- 
vene. For several days he had maintained 
silence, giving the Turks plenty of rope 
and biding his time with earn 
skill; but on Tuesday he tore all their 
arguments to shreds, and brought them 
face to face with reality for the first time 
since the conference assembled. Lord 
Curzon would have nothing to do 
with Turkey’s proposals. One by one: 
he took her. plans for the _ settle- 
ment of the Straits problem and 
showed that they were utterly incom- 
patible with the facts of the situation. 
The Allies, he said, had made their 
maximum concessions, and far too much 
time had been wasted in sterile discussion. 
So far as the Straits were concerned, there 
would be only one further sitting of the 
conference, at which the Turks would be 
required either to take or to leave the 
Allies’ froposals. 

Immediately after the delivery of this 
ultimatum the Turks got into touch with 
the Havas Agency. “If before four o'clock 
to-morrow,’’ one of their leading delegates 
declared, “satisfaction is not given to our 
chief proposals regarding the Straits, we 
shall break off; the instructions of our 
Government are definite.” He was 
“bluffing,” but he was “bluffing” against 
the wrong man. At four o'clock yester- 
day afternoon the conference re-assembled, 
and no further concessions were made by 
the Allies. Lord Curzon did not even 
refer to the subject, but merely asked 
Ismet Pasha to announce his decision. 
The Turkish delegate saw that the game 
was “up, and yielded with as good grace 
as he could muster. On all the major points 
Lord Curzon has triumphed and the con- 
ference will continue. Nothing remains now 
in regard to the Straits except the working 
out of the details. Three other problems, 
however, await a settlement, and at least 
one of them is likely to give a considerable 
amount of trouble. The sub-commission 
which has been dealing with the capitula 
tions has reached a deadlock, The Turks 
insist that foreigners within their terri- 
tories must be brought under the juris-| 
diction of the native courts. The Allies 
are just as insistent that the capitulations | 
which have existed for centuries in Turkey; 
shall be maintained. 

The whole matter is being referred back 
to the conference proper, where, in all 
probability, Ismet Pasha will make another 
attempt to frighten the Allies. When 
the capitulations question has been settled 
the only things which will remain will be 
Mosul and the minorities. Each of these 
problems teems with nasty possibilities, 
but hitherto Lord Curzon has taken a very 
strong attitude in regard to both of them, . 
and there is no reason to doubt that he 
will persevere in his refusa] to compromise. 
The problem of the minorities will provide 
the “acid test” of the Allies’ authority 
in the Near East.: Thousands of people 
in the United States and elsewhere, who 
do not carea-two straws about the Straits! 
or Mosul, have a very deep interest in the 
fate of the non-Moslem populations of Asia 
Minor and Thrace, and await the decision | 
of the Allies with the keenest concern. The 
Turks want to deport as many Christians 
as possible from Constantinople and the 
other big centres where they have gathered. 
Lord Curzon, on the other hand, demandy 
complete freedom for the’ minorities. 
Some substantia] guarantees must be 
forthcoming, and one of those guarantees 
must be the renewal of the capitulations. 
These matters, in the long: run, transcend! 
in importance even the future of the 
Straits; for they treat of human .lives. 
It therefore, to rejoice over 
Lord great success; the real

Germany’s Gluttons. 


Proposals to check gluttony by levying 
a tax on the too hearty eater in. propor. 
tion to his excesses were first made during 
the war. They were not then necessary 
because public opinion and food confrol- 
lers made over-cating impossible. To-day, 
however, in these islands the gourmand 
may eat his fill and incar no penalties 
save those that nature exacts. In Ger- 
many, on the other hand, the reversion, 
by the few who can afford it, to the pre- 


-war custom of eating to @xcess is being 


discouraged rigorously. To stop private 
guzzling is ;7esumed to be out of the 
question; but the German is determined 
that the greedy shall not drive their 
hungrier fellow-citizens to desperation Ly 
conducting their eating symposia in public. 
Actual shortage of food has little to do 
with the matter. With the exception of 
milk, Germany appears to be plentifully 
supplied with every sort of comestible. 
Socialistic legislation, however, and the 
collapse of the mark have created a/revo- 
lution in society and have reduced one- 
third of the German people to beggary. 
Among these are the vast number of 
Government officials, legislators, town 
councillors and holders of public positions 
of all kinds. To such people in Germany 
to-day butter is as remote as caviare to a 
Connemara tinker and real coffee as un- 
purchasable as hot-house grapes by a hack- 
driver. On the other hand, there are vast 
numbers of- persons in Germany— 
“ profiteers,’’. speculators, financiers, large 
landowners and so forth—who are rollinz 
in money. They are not, on the whole, a 
very attractive class, and it is not sur- 
prising that the official and high-well-born 
classes are determined that, if these 
nouvéaus riches are to live-on the fat of 
the land, they shall not live on it in 
public. Thés dansants, at which every- 
thing to drink is. obtainable except tea, 
have been banned by the Prussian CGovern- 
ment on the ground that the dancing and 
drinking make a bad impression upon the 
German workman and the foreign visitor. 
The reformers make no secret of their 
intention to carry ,the matter to the final 
enforcement of a strenuous -programme of 
plain living for all. , 


Arsenic. 


Arsenic seems to have impregnated the 
public’s imagination and to have got very 
badly upon the public s nerves. Our 
grandíathers-were suspicious of anything 
green, since arsenic was a well-known com- 
ponent in this colour; and even ‘to-day 
cautious advertisers of verdant wares are 
scrupulous to point out that vegetable 
colouring alone has: stained the white 
radiance of saponacity. Yet it is white 
and black arsenic that have come at last 
into their own. White arsenic seems to 
have become the substitute for cream 'n 
the centre of chocolates that are bestowed 
mysteriously on public officials”. Even 
cocoa—that most blameless of all drinks— 
has been convicted lately: of harbouring 
the criminal. To Chertsey, however, 
belongs the credit of dealing in arsenic by 
ounces instead of ‘by the hundredth of 
To a certain chemist came a 
small boy with a modest request for a 
half- -pound of saltpetre, tg be tised in the 
pickling of pork. The

arsenic. This quantity was sufficient, if 
distributed judiciously among the pigs cf 
the district, to kill three thousand people.

| MORE WARSHIPS. 


DEMAND OF U.S. NAVY 


Prom Over Own Corresponpent. - 
WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

While numerous American capital ships are 
to be scrapped under the Washington Con- 
ference naval agreement, it will be necessary 
for the United States to enlarge its cruiser 
and submarine building programme, and in- 
crease its Navy per in order to main- 
tain the ad ratio, according to the United 
States Navy League. .. » 

In announcing its resolution that the United 
States Navy as a whole be actually, and at 
all times, as effective as that of Great Britain, 
and five-thirds as strong ‘as that of Japan 
the League reviews the existing and projected 
strength of England and Japan in auxiliary 
craft not limited by the Washington Agree- 


ment. 
It adds:—“If the United States Navy is 
to be maintained in every essential respect on 
the basis of equality with that of Great 
Britain, and five-thirds the strength of, that 
of Japan—as called for in the above resolu- 
tion—then the post-Conference naval eatablish- 
ments being maintained, and the new build- 
ing mmes being undertaken by Great 
Britain and by Japan, call for the United 
States to have :— | 
1—An enlisted personnel of about 108,000— 
an increase of 22,000. 

2—New cruisers aggregating about 296,000 
tons—an increase to the ten now building 
of more than the equivalent of tgrenty- 
two 10,000 ton cruisers. : 

3—Submarines of over 1,000 tons to the 
number of 46; that is, forty more than 
we now have built, or are building. 

“In considering these increases, culated 
under the bái ratio, it should be realised 
that the Washington Conference aimed to 
establish a balance of naval power of equality 
between the United States and Great Britain, 
and for each of their Navies the ratio of five- 
thirds to the strength of Japan. 

“If the United States is to maintain this 
balance in fact, we must. post-Conference 
naval establishments that Great Britain and 
Japan maintain, and we must meet the build- 
ing programme that they initiate. Otherwise 
we shall not be 3 “B in practice the 
spirit and purpose of the Washington Con- 
ference.”’

PROHIBITION AND 
SOBRIETY. 
i 
CRIMINALITY IN CANADA ON 
THE DECLINE, © 


The opponents of prohibition and liquor re- 
form (says an Ottawa Correspondent) have 
sedulously endeavoured to circulate the im- 
pression that since the overt sale of alcoholic 


liquor was banished from seven out of the 


nine Canadian provinces there has been an 
increase in criminality and a decline in 
morality. 

But the actual statistical facts, which were 
compiled from official sources for the benefit 
of the recent International Prohibition Con- 
ference at Toronto, are completely against 
this gloomy view. 

In 1914 the convictions for indictable and 
non-indictable offences in Canada totalled 

ó, Last year, 1921, they totalled 
177,100. But. in thé EN ong, years the 
population had increased at least 15 per cent., 
and another fact should be kept in mind. 

In the last eight years there has been 
an extraordinary increase in offences 
which are not of a criminal character. 
Infractions: of by-laws by drivers of 
motor vehicles increased last year alone by 
4,775 to a total of 33,641, and violations of 
street regulations by 3,688 to 13,377. 

But for the innumerable infractions of minor 
civic by-laws, Canada’s crime sheet would 
make an extraordinarily creditable showing. 

The best positive evidence of the value of 
prohibition comes from the reduction in the 
convictions for drunkenness. Last year they 
fell 5,497, or 13.6 per cent., and since 1914 
they have been reduced 42.7 per cent.,-falling 
from 60,067 to 34,362. 

The ‘‘ wets” also have a pleasant theory 
that more liquor is being to-day consumed in 
Canada than ever before. 

It is trne that the value of the imports of 
alcoholic beverages has increased over last 
year’s prices, but the increase is all in the 
price,’ for there has been a huge fall in the 
quantity of alcoholic imports.

The Maharajah of Cooch Behar died in a 
London nursing home yesterday. He was 
one of the youngest of the great Indian 


rulers, and his dominions covered 1,307

_ fle was-in his thirty-fourth year, and 
looked younger, Dark, vivacious, with a tall 
athletic figure, he had a very imposing pre- 
sence. He was the son and, heir of the 
Maharajah Neipendra, who was a great 
iriend of the late King Edward. 

One of His Highness’s chief interests was 
the ‘Fart. He imporied several important 
horses trom England, and raced them in 
India, his ambition being to win the Vice- 
roy s Cup. 

He: married the daughter of the Gaekwar 
of Baroda, who strongly cpposed the 
marriage. When the late Maharajah came 
to Nngland in 1913, however, he was married 
at a registry office at-Paddingion. The pair 
made a runaway match of it from the South 
of Europe. The Maharajah’s two sisters 
also contracted romantic marriages. 

In his marriage certificate the names and 
surnames of the bride and bridegroom were 
given, respectively, as Jitendia Narayan, 
aged 26. and Indira Gaekwar, aged 21, and 
their residence as at. Cambridge terrace and 
kitgham Palace Hotel.

Sbiography of an Indian Princess,” 
it she explaimed-that she was chosen as 
the Maharajah’s bride, because his women re- 
latives maintained that only as a married 
man could he go away from India with any 
degree of security.
